Why had the Congressman 
not notified the city ahead of 
time, the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil wanted to know, when the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) decided to 
go ahead with plans to con- 
struct an administration building 
on Beltsville Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC) land at 
Sunnyside Avenue? The deci- 
sion had been made despite 
Greenbelt’s opposition and that 
of the National Capital Planning 
Commission (NCPC). 

Council members were ad- 
dressing Rep. Steny Hoyer, as 
well as two of his aides, at a 
special noontime meeting on 
Saturday, July 19 in the counctl 
chamber. 

The answer to that question, 
it turned out, was that Hoyer 
himself had learned about the 
decision only the day a bill au- 
thorizing funds for road con- 
struction around the proposed 
facility reached the House of 
Representatives. The authoriza- 
tion had been part of a larger 
piece of legislation called “The 
Right to Farm” bill... Yet that 
authorization, Hoyer said, did 
not. specify which roads would 
be involved—and therefore the 
location of the facility. 

Councilmembers Ed Putens 
and Rodney Roberts both spoke 
at length, complaining of diffi- 
culties of getting through to 
Hoyer’s office concerning these, 
and other, developments. Hoyer 
agreed that communication be- 
tween himself and the city was 
important. He then confirmed 
that commitment by offering his 
home phone number. 

Environmental Impact 

Mayor Antoinette Bram went 
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City Council Airs Concerns to Hoyer 
About USDA Development on BARC 


through the city’s areas of con- 
cern over the USDA action. 
Pointing out the fragility of the 
wetlands surrounding the site, 
both along Edmonston Rd. and 
at the crossing of Indian Creek 
at Sunnyside, she emphasized 
that this area regularly flooded 
after a heavy rain. It also 
flowed into the Anacostia wa- 
tershed—an area currently un- 
dergoing significant clean-up 
efforts. The two impulses 
seemed to be at cross purposes. 

“No private developer,” city 
attorney Robert Manzi agreed, 
“could get away with such a 
use of this site.” He referred 
to the many environmental im- 
pact studies and mitigation of 
wetlands removal as well as 


compliance with adequate pub-* 


lic facilities. requirements that 
any builder other than the fed- 
eral government would be re- 
quired to carry out before re- 
ceiving permission to build. 

Bram also expressed concern 
about the necessary impact 
upon the road system to reach 
the proposed facility and the 
fact that the CSX railroad 
crossing is at surface level and 
thus frequently closed to road 
traffic as long freight trains 
move slowly through the 
Sunnyside intersection, as they 
do daily. An unacceptably long 
response time for an area fire 
department to reach the site 
was another concern. 


A Function of Past Success 


“In a way,” Hoyer re- 
sponded, “I seem to be hoist on 
the petard of my own success,” 
speaking of his past efforts to 
preserve BARC. Referring to 
the years of the Reagan and 
Bush administrations, Hoyer re- 


minded council of how the Ex- 
ecutive Branch, under prodding 
from farm belt Congressmen, 
including Senator Robert Dole, 
had tried to sell off BARC land 
to private developers. The idea 
at that time had been to move 
the research arm of USDA to 
the agricultural heartland of 
America. 

Hoyer, in response, had in- 
troduced a bill, which passed, 
requiring the approval of Con- 
gress before any BARC acreage 
could be sold. Along with 
Senators Paul Sarbanes and 
Barbara Mikulski, he also 
pushed through a $150 million 
authorization for what was 
called the “Renaissance 93” 
program to renovate and update 
laboratory facilities at BARC. 
With a state-of-the-art infra- 
structure in place, it would be 
difficult, he pointed out, to jus- 
tify the closing of the research 
center. 

As another component of his 
effort in support of the long- 
range viability of BARC, Hoyer 
had felt it was also important 
that top USDA administrators 
feel “invested” in its future. To 
that end he had proposed the 
construction of administrative 
buildings at or near the site. 
This was the history behind the 
idea of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration Building, once pro- 
posed for construction on 
Powdermill Road just west of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park- 
way. 

Then, understanding the 
city’s opposition to “piecemeal” 
encroachment on the BARC 
acreage, which would reduce 
the land available for crop re- 
search, as well as diminish the

Council To Act Monday On Proposed 
Major Cherrywood Lane Changes

Major changes are proposed 
for Cherrywood Lane: cut the 
number of traffic lanes in half, 
cut the number of parking 
spaces in half, install a lane di- 
vider, and have a bicycle lane 
on either side of the road. 
These changes were discussed 
in detail at a city council 
worksession about bicycle lanes 
on Cherrywood Lane held on 
Wednesday, July 17. The plan 
is on the July 29 council 
agenda for formal action. 

Cherrywood Lane runs from 
Greenbelt Road to Edmonston 
Road (Kenilworth Avenue). 
Along it are the Giant Super- 
market, Springhill Lake -apart- 
ments, the Greenbelt Metro Sta- 
tion, Capital Office Park and 
the U. S. District Courthouse. 

Under the city staff's pro- 
posal, to accommodate bicycle 
lanes six feet wide on both 
-sides of Cherrywood Lane, the 
number of traffic lanes would 


be reduced from four to two 
between. Ivy Lane’ and 
Breezewood Drive. There 
would be turn Janes at intersec- 
tiogs and at driveways. Park- 
ing would be retained on the 
side closest to the Springhill 
Lake Apartments and elimi- 
nated on the other. Staff esti- 
mates that 60 parking spaces 
will be lost. There would be a 
lane divider from Edmonston to 
Breezewood. No changes 


- would be made to the road be- 


tween Breezewood and 
Greenbelt Road. 

The proposed layout, as seen 
from the curbside near 
Springhill Lake and looking 


outward would be: a lane for 


parking, the bicycle lane, a 


travel lane, the lane divider, 
and the opposing traffic lane. 
There will still be four lanes 
between Edmonston Road and 
Ivy Lane, even with the addi- 
tion of two bicycle lanes and 


narrow lane divider. 

If the lane dividers are 
painted in, the plan would cost 
$30,635. If a median strip is 
built, the cost would be 
$250,000. : 

History 

The Greenbelt Bicycle Coali- 
tion asked for bicycle lanes 
along Cherrywood Lane. The 
city’s Bicycle Task Force and 
the Advisory Planning Board 
have both agreed with this. 
The city staff presented council 
with six options at the regular 
council meeting on Monday, 
May 13. At that meeting, 
council directed the city staff to 
study this option for further 
discussion at a worksession.

The property owners along 
Cherrywood Lane were the 
least enthusiastic about the pro- 
posed bicycle lanes. According

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Conflicts over BARC Land 
Sales Have Long History

For more than 50 years, a 
gradual chipping away has seen 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center (BARC) land reduced 
from approximately 14,000 
acres to its current 6,582 acres. 
Pressure by federal, state, 
county and city officials has 
played a major role, on the 
other hand, in preventing the 
wholesale selling off of 
BARC’s land by the federal 
government to private parties. 

In 1979, a proposal to excess 
3,390 acres of the then 8,220- 
acre Center property drew fire 
from U.S. Senator Paul 
Sarbanes and the late Congress- 
woman Gladys Spellman and 
others. At issue was a 2,700- 
acre section east of Soil Con- 
servation Road, which provided 
buffer zones between BARC 
and both the abutting Goddard 
Space Flight Center and the 
Patuxent Wildlife Preserve. 

Agriculture officials feared 
that “any additional reductions 
would seriously impair BARC’s 
ability to carry on, jeopardizing 
its reputation as a national 
showcase of agricultural re- 
search and as the leading most 
diversified agricultural research 
complex in the world.” 

Throughout the 1980s fed- 
eral, state and local elected of- 
ficials resisted the accessing of 
BARC land. At that time dis- 
posal of surplus lands had been 
accomplished under President 
Ronald Reagan’s Executive Or- 
der 1238, dated February 25, 
1982. This set up the Federal 
Property Review Board to 
screen available land for sale. 
The executive action was taken 
in the hope the sale proceeds 
would help reduce the federal 


Wilson, city staff has not spo- 
ken to the management of the 
Springhill Lake Apartments on 
this issue since before it was 
discussed at the May 13 coun- 
cil meeting. Springhill Lake's 
main concern at that time was 
the desire to retain parking on 
their side of the road. | 

Cherrywood Lane is the only 
access road to the Greenbelt 
Metro station for local traffic. 
And all six bus routes that 
serve the station use this road, 
(as does a county shuttle bus). 
Present to speak for Metro was 
Alvin McNeal, Manager, Sys- 


» tem Planning Branch, who ex- 


plained that Metro staff found 
the traffic data provided by the 
city staff confusing. Metro was 
concerned with anything that 
could diminish full access to 
the Greenbelt Metro station and 
diminish the possible develop- 
ment in the area around the sta- 
tion, said McNeal. 

This last statement led 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
to tell McNeal that Metro’s job 
is to get people to the station 
and to use the Metro, not de-

deficit. (The Board was later 
abolished, its functions taken 
over by the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget.) 

The pressure to stop the ac- 
cessing of BARC land became 
intense in May 1987 when an 
auction date had been set for 
Parcel 5, a 13.6-acre tract north 
of the National Agricultural Li- 
brary and bounded by US 
Route 1, Sunnyside Avenue and 
Buchanan Road. Congressman 
Steny Hoyer intervened, the 
sale was postponed and the 
tract, declared surplus in 1983, 
was later removed from the 
government's surplus property 
list. 

These repeated efforts to 
auction off BARC land for 
commercial purposes led to the 
action by Congress, in late 
1987, to give the green light to 
a measure initiated by Hoyer in 
the House and by Senators Bar- 
bara Mikulski and Sarbanes in 
the Senate that prohibited dis- 
posal of any BARC property 
without prior consent from 
Congress. 

Among the arguments raised 
to keep private interests from 
buying Parcel 5 was that the 
tract would satisfy potential 
federal needs to consolidate 
Agriculture’s offices, which 
were scattered throughout the 
Maryland, Virginia and Wash- 
ington D.C. area. Today, land 
clearing has begun for the 
USDA headquarters complex on 
Sunnyside Avenue between the 
railroad tracks and Tucker 
Road, a tract just east of Parcel

McNeal to take that instruction 
back to Metro officials. 
Metro’s interest is to maximize 
the utilization of Metro, said 
McNeal, and development is a 
side benefit of that.

A representative from the Federal 
Courthouse said he was glad the 
proposed changes would be done 
with painting lines on asphalt, so 
that the concept could be tested.

Thank you for your common 
sense editorial on bike lanes in 
the July 11 issue of the News 
Review. Apparently the bike 
riders have been very active in 
attempting to promote the ex- 
penditure of public funds to 
support their concept of a “bi- 
cycle friendly Greenbelt.” In 
the News Review articles cov- 
ering City Council meetings, I 
have not seen any reference to 
council members’ attempts to 
balance the wishes of the small 
minority of bicycle riders 
against the needs of the vast 
majority of residents to use our 
automobiles to get to work and 
to the store. (Have you tried 
packing a week’s supply of gro- 
ceries, a color TV or a pet 
Great Dane on a bicycle?) The 
proposals for bicycle accommo- 
dations have not been supported 
by traffic counts and projec- 
lions of automobile and bicycle 
traffic. Through federal and 
state fuel taxes, automobile us- 
ers pay toward the construction 
and maintenance of roads. Bi- 
cycle riders pay no such usage 
taxes and yet have nearly equal 
access. The bicycle path and 
access proposals as reported in 
the News Review have not con- 
tained provisions for bike riders 
to pay any additional taxes. 
The funding for proposed con- 
struction has always been from 
city revenue derived from all 
taxpayers. 

The letter by Laura Beckert 
in the July 18 paper seems to 
imply that Greenbelt “owes” 
her a bike pathway to the 
Metro and stores and that the 
resulting inconvenience to 
Springhill Lake residents, com- 
mercial tenants and automobile 
commuters is of no concert. At 
present, most Greenbelt side- 
walks have ramps for bicycles, 
wheelchairs, etc. I think addi- 
tional public construction or re- 
allocation of existing streets for 
bicycle access should be a low 
priority item and, if imple- 
mented, should be totally 
funded by a bicycle usage tax. 

Please keep up your excel- 
lent reporting as to how our in- 
dividual elected officials speak 
and vote on this issue.

We are writing this letter as 
concerned parents of Eleanor 
Roosevelt High Schoo! (ERHS) 
students whose daughters were 
informed the morning of June 7 
they were selected for the-ERHS 
Poms Squad. Unfortunately, 
there is a dispute concerning the 
official Poms sponsor. The after- 
noon of the 7th for the newly in- 
ducted Poms (37 total) was an 
emotional roller coaster ride. 
School rumors: they made it; did 
not make it; they would have to 
try out again; they were not re- 
ally a Pom; etc. All other teen- 
age insecurities considered, this 
was totally unnecessary. 

ERHS administrators, with the 
concurrence of Prince George’s 
County School Superintendent Dr. 
Jerome Clark, selected an ERHS 
teacher as the 96-97 Poms spon- 
sor. This teacher is an employee 
of the county with a contract that 
was negotiated through the 
teacher's union. She is a certi- 
fied professional with verified 
educational qualifications, back- 
ground, and training. She is also 
a respected teacher at Eleanor 
Roosevelt. Her credentials as a 
Poms sponsor became a matter of 
record before the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education 


(PGBOE) on June 17. She has 
experience and prior successes — 


with Poms and took the North- 
western High School Poms team 
to National Championships. 

We are not familiar with Poms 
or its politics. Poms is consid- 
ered a school activity rather than 
a sport and is overseen by a 
sponsor rather than a coach. At 
some point the PGBOE became 
involved and, over the better 
judgment of school administrators 
and the school superintendent, 
chose the former ERHS Poms 
sponsor as the 96-97 season 
sponsor. This decision should 
have remained at the school level 
and is a personnel issue the 
PGBOE should have supported. 
The PGBOE’s decision denies 
school administrators the ability 
to give a teacher proper recogni- 
tion and creates a working envi-

It should be cen- 
tered around the best interest of 
the girls. Another question, 
“Who are the ERHS Poms?” Al- 
most 100 girls tried out. Several 
(16) former Poms did not; two 
former Poms did and made the 
96-97 squad. Are the 16 that did 
not try out considered Poms? If 
so, what about all the other girls 
that did not make the squad but 
did try out? Is it fair that the 
former 16 that did not try out be 
members of the new squad? 

The ERHS teacher’s qualifica- 
tions were either not known to or 
considered by the PGBOE when 
they voted on the Poms sponsor 
issue on June 6. We urge them 
to reconsider and make an impar- 
tial, expeditious and intelligent 
decision concerning the Poms 
sponsor at ERHS. Anything less 
will be an injustice to the 37 girls 
who did try out and made the 
squad as well as those who tried 


out and did not make the squad.

ager or owner. Sheldon Goldberg 
of Windsor Green, and GEAC’s 
chair, said that the association’s 
attomeys were closer to an agree- 
ment in this regard with the city. 

Goldberg also. voiced his op- 
position, on principle, to the pe- 
tition to close the Baltimore- 
Washington, Parkway pedestrian 
overpass. “Goldberg said he 
would recommend that his board 
vote against it because such a 
closure would cut one part of 
Greenbelt off from the other.

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Carl Rose, Jr. 

Carl. Rose, Jr., 88, died on 
Wednesday, July 17, at the 
Greenbelt Nursing Center. He 
had pneumonia and chronic ob- 
structive pulmonary disease. 

Mr. Rose was a retired pro- 
fessional photographer and long- 
time radio personality when he 
moved to Greenbelt in 1979, 
He was one of the first resi- 
dents at Green Ridge House 
where he lived until 1994. He 
brought with him the theatrical 
talent he had shared throughout 
the southeastern United States 
for more than three decades. 
Mr. Rose appeared locally in 
“Nightwatch”, the first 
Greenbelt Players production to 
be offered at the Utopia The- 
ater. He was also editor of the 
Green Ridge House Newsletter 
until it was replaced by a man- 
agement company publication. 
Mr. Rose was a member of St. 
Hugh’s Catholic church. 

Born in New York City and 
raised in Westchester County, 
New York, Mr. Rose began act- 
ing at the Pittsburgh Playhouse 
shortly after the Depression 
while he was attending Carnegie 
Tech (now Carnegie Mellon 
University). He continued to 
perform at tHe historic Dock 
Street Theater in Charleston, 
South -Carolina and_ the 
Kanawha Players and Charles- 
ton Light Opera Guild in 
Charleston, West Virginia.

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courthouse and a median strip 
that could serve as a refuge for 
people crossing the lane. 

Attorney Nancy Slepicka 
spoke on behalf of her clients, 
A. H. Smith, Jr. and Harry R. 
Smith, who own the wooded 
property that abuts Cherrywood 
Lane. According to a letter 
Slepicka wrote on their behalf, 
reducing the number of traffic 
lanes will “compromise the car- 
rying capacity of Cherrywood 
Lane” and limit the develop abil- 
ity of his property. The devel- 
opment of high quality employ- 
ment areas near the Greenbelt 
Metro station is an important 
goal for the county, said 
Slepicka. Smith opposes reduc- 
ing the number of travel lanes 
from four to two. 

Slepicka also represents Capi- 
tal Office Park, which opposes 
reducing the number of traffic 
lanes, 

Slepicka expressed concerns 
about part of the report produced 
by city staff and city-hired con- 
sultant Kimberly Paniati, of 
Greenman and Pedersen, on how 
traffic would be affected by 
these proposals, both at the 
worksession and in a letter to 
the mayor. At the worksession, 
Slepicka said that if asked to 
give her opinion on the spot, the 
traffic information provided does 
not seem to support the conclu- 
sions drawn from it. Mayor 
Antoinette Bram asked city staff 
to meet with Metro officials and 
Slepicka about the traffic report 
and data. 

For the Bicycle Lanes 

“Greenbelt has always had the 
philosophy of alternate means of 
transport,” stated Bram. And 
councilmember Judith Davis ech- 
oed this sentiment later on when 
asking 1f Capital Office Park still 
had a shuttle to the Metro sta- 
tion, saying “we’re trying to en- 
courage and promote alternate 
means of transport.” Putting bi- 
cycle lanes on Cherrywood Lane 
will be a real model for other 
communities, enthused Bill 
Kelly, member of College Park 
Bicycle Coalition and various 





committees on bicycle issues at 
the state level. 

Some saw the proposed 
changes to Cherrywood Lane as 
a means to stop development in 
the surrounding area, said Davis. 
When she asked Celia Wilson if 
the proposal would deter devel- 
opment, Wilson said it would 
not. There were several groups 
upset by the proposals, continued 
Davis, such as Metro, Capitol 
Office Park, Springhill Lake, and 
Beltway Plaza. Wilson replied 
that staff believes the proposal 
has met their concerns. 

“This plan will not cause a 
hardship in Springhill Lake,” 
stated Roberts. He said he never 
saw the parking lots full. Bram 
agreed with this line of thought 
saying that she never saw cars 
parked along Cherrywood Lane 
across from Springhill Lake. 

Other Issues 

In coming from the Giant Su- 
permarket _ store toward 
Springhill Lake, traffic in the 
rightmost lane of Cherrywood 
Lane will have to turn right at 
Breezewood Drive, said Joe 
Wilkinson. Where are you go- 
ing to notify people of this, he 
queried. Councilmembers Bram, 
Davis and Roberts assured him it 
can be done. 

Wilkinson also commented 
that he would not use a cross- 
walk on Cherrywood Lane “for 
anything in the world.” Or for 
that matter anywhere in 
Greenbelt, he continued, unless 
he could see each way for 200 
yards, for, he said, he did not 
trust drivers. 

Bram hastened to say that 
was why traffic calming mea- 
sures were needed on that road. 
For Cherrywood Lane is between 
two major state highways, she 
said. Roberts said the road is so 
bad even his mother got a 
speeding ticket there, for a per- 
son can’t do 35 mph on 
Cherrywood Lane. 

Traffic 

The traffic analysis prepared 
by and for the city shows that 
reducing the number of travel 
lanes to two will not adversely 
affect operating conditions on 
Cherrywood Lane. It found that 
when Capital Office Park is fully

The ongo- 
ing program is designed to re- 
juvenate BARC by upgrading 
aged structures and laboratories 
with state-of-the-art research 
equipment. 

USDA’s first research activ- 
ity in Beltsville began in 1910 
in a dairy barn. Gradual ex- 
pansion of the research program 
followed and in 1935 several of 
the large buildings of Georgian 
architecture were constructed.

planned) and Metro operating at 
full capacity, the level of service 
can remain good on Cherrywood 
Lane if a right turn lane is built 
feeding into the new buildings 
and there is a traffic signal at 
the intersection of Ivy and 
Cherrywood Lanes. 

The traffic analysis shows 
that reducing travel lanes will 
not reduce the road’s capacity to 
handle existing and approved fu- 
ture development. But it will 
approximately halve the road’s 
capacity to handle additional fu- 
ture development.

green belt north of the city, he 
had been able to interest the 
University of Maryland and the 
city of College Park in working 
out an agreement for the FDA 
building to be housed there. 
“This was a Win-win-win situa- 
tion for Greenbelt, College Park 
and the university,” he said. 

In a way, the concept of us- 
ing BARC land, which was al- 
ready owned by USDA, to relo- 
cate its administrative functions 
stemmed from these earlier ef- 
forts. The plan is to move 
USDA employees from the 
main downtown building on In- 
dependence Avenue as that 
structure, one of the oldest fed- 
eral buildings in Washington, 
undergoes a phased renovation. 

Bram was concerned, how- 
ever, that constructing new of- 
fices, when many offices now 
available for rent within and 
near Greenbelt lie empty, did 
not make sense. She was wor- 
ried that offices on Ivy Lane 
currently rented by USDA 
would also be emptied in the 
future, thus reducing the city’s 
and the county's tax base. 

Aware that many issues re- 
main unresolved between the 
city, the State Highway Admin- 
istration, USDA, the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency, and 
county and state agencies, 
Hoyer directed his assistant, 
Seth Statler, to set up a meeting 
where members of these various 
groups could communicate with 
each other and with him about 
the many unresolved concerns 
with the construction pians.

In order to increase Hoyer’s 
understanding of these prob- 
lems, the city arranged.a field 
trip following the formal meet- 
ing, by Recreation Department 
van, to the Sunnyside location.
